USES GUN AT PRISON GATE. 


Convicted Burglar, Strangely Armed, 
Tries to Murder Constable.

The man, Frank Tilli, a resident of Pat- 
erson who.was sentenced to five years in 
jail for burglary, was handcuffed to Will- 
jam Griffith, also of Paterson, who was 
sentenced tothe penitentiary on a minor 
charge. Griffith, at the sight of the re- 
volver, dragged away from Tilli and. by 
his ‘rhotions. so upset the man’s aim that 
all of the shots went wild. 

Watson rushed in and grappled with the 
man, who put up a despérate fight. Grif- 
fith helped Constable, and the latter final- 
ly subdued Tilli, The reports of the shots 
had been heard in the prison, and several 
keepers rushed. out. They came to Wat- 
son’s aid, and between them they led Tilli 
and Griffith inside the prison. 

How Tilli got the weapon is a mystery. 
He was searched just before he left Pat- 
erson, and it is supposed that a confed- 
erate slipped the weapon to him in the 
railroad station or in the street on the 
way to the train. 


$10,363. FOR. MRS. WALSH. 


Gift Made in Memory of Battalion 
Chief’s Death In Equitable Fire. 


Mrs, Annie Walsh, widow of /Battalion 
Chief Walsh’ of the Fire Department, who 
lost his life in the Equitable fire, went to 
Fire Headquarters yesterday and received 
from the Commissioner a check for 
$10,368, the fund collected through the 
efforts of The Evening World, Robert 
H. Manizer, and Fire Chaplain McGean, 
In presenting the check to Mrs. Walsh, 
Commissioner Johnson said: 

‘This sum, together with the lifting of 
the mortgage on your home, and the an- 
nual pension of $1,000 a year, which ‘s 
paid to the widows of all firemen who 
lose their lives in the discharge of their 
duty, will at least keep out of your mind, 
as a mother, the dread of poverty. 

“It is not for me to enumerate the 
virtues of your husband, because they 
shed their light upon you and your house- 
fiold for many years. His service to the 
department and to the city would have 
been enough had -he lived and Kept up 
through his career his energetic and 
faithful work. The memory of his glori- 
ous death on the flame-swept stairs of 
the Equitable Building will stir the hearts 
of firemen for many decades. It should 
partly consol you in your ‘terrible loss 
that your husband's heroic end will be 


an everlasting inspiration to the men who 
follow him in this noble service.’’ 


WOMAN KILLED BY AUTO. 


Machine Driven by Louis Katz, Art 
Dealer—Accident was Unavoldable. 


An unidentified woman about 40 years 
old, thought to be Margaret Gilbert, a 
maid employed in an apartment honge at 
Central. Park -~ West ant *Sevefity-féurth 
Street, was struck last night at that.cor- 
ner by an automobile owned and driven, 
the police say, by~Louis Katz, proprietor 
ofan art store at 2,443 Broadway. The 
injured woman died an/:hour later at 
Flower Hospital. Katz, who was accom- 
panied by Percy. Johnson,:a London art 
dealer, was not held by the police of: the 
West Sixty-eighth Street Station, where 
he reported the accident, declaring it was 
unavoidable. 

Mr. Katz was much affected when he 
learned of the woman's death. He gave 
this version of the accident: 

“TI left my store with Mr. Johnson 
shortly after 9 o'clock, intending to take 
him to the Murray Hill Hotel, where he 
is stopping. We were going east in 
Seventy-fourth Street, and. were nearly 
to Central Park West when a woman 
stepped in front of the machine. She 
appeared to be confused and blinded by 
the lights. I turned the machine to the 
right to avoid her. She paused and 
started across the street, walking directly 
into the path of the car. I applied the 
emergency brake, but it was too late to 
avoid an accident. We carried the woman 
to a neighboring stoop and temporarily 
attended her pending the arrival of the 
ambulance surgeon.”’

THREATS 10 FATHER 
OF DOROTHY ARNOLD 


“Death on. Sight” Unless He! 
Sent-$10,000 at Once, Black- 
mailers Wrote. 


COLORED WOMAN ARRESTED 


She Claimed Decoy Letter Sent. by 
Detectives—No Promise to Dis- 
close ‘Fate of Missing Girl. 


The Getails of a plot to blackmail Fran- 
cis R, Arnold. head of the importing héuse 
of F. R. Arnold & Co; of 7 West Twenty- 
second Street, and father of the missing 
Dorothy Arnold, were made public last 
night. For more than eight months Mr. 
Arnold has been receiving letters, all ap- 
parently from the same source,. threaten- 
ing him, with death ‘‘on sight”’ unless 
he gave the blackmailer or blackmailers 
sums varying between $5,000 and $10,000. 

Late yesterday afterndon a mulatto 
woman who said she was Bessie Green 
of 14 West 188d Street was arrested by 
detectives attached to District Attorney 
Whitman's office. She denies that she 
had anything to do with the plot, but 
was held in $5,000 bail by Magistrate Bar- 
low in the West Side Court. 

John 8. Keith of 40 Wall Street, per- 
sonal attorney for Mr. Arnold, said that 
Mr. Arnold had not at any time been 
frightened by the letters he has been re- 
ceiving since last June. Mrs. Arnold, 
however, is said to have taken the mat- 
ter seriously, and to have been much 
agitated at times. While some of the let- 
ters mentioned the name of the missing 
daughter, there was no hope held out in 
any of them that a payment of money 
would disclose the fate that has over- 
taken that young woman. who has been 
missing since Dec. 12, 1910. 

The first letter, in which a large sum of 
money was demanded, was received on 
June 2 last by Mr. Arnold at his home, 
108 East Seventy-ninth Street. No atten- 
tion was paid to it. Two days later an- 
other letter was received, and on June 9 
@ third, in all of which Mr. Arnold was 
threatened unless he gave up a large sum 
of money. On June 21 a letter and a 
small box was received at Mr. Arnold’s 
home. This letter instructed Mr. Arnold 
to place the money in the box and mail it 
to an address in West 127th street. 

“ Instead of sending the box to the ad- 
dress named,” Mr. Keith said last night, 
“Mr. Arnold sent a registered letter 
which .was later returned to him'as un- 
claimed. A short time after that Mr. 
and Mrs, Arnold went to Europe and no 
further communications were had from 
the blackmailers until the Arnolds re- 
turned on Nov. 4 last, when the demands 
were renewed. In this letter he was told 
to<insert an advertisement in a news- 
paper, and that the senders of the. letter, 
wo “him the manner 
in which ey wanted the money deliv- 
ered. Othér letters followed, but all were 
ignored until Jan. 20 when a particularly 

cious oné was received in which Mr. 
Arnold was told-that failure to respond 
would mean that he would be kill on 
sight. ‘Two. days later another letter 
threatening instant death was received. 
In each of the letters he was. told that the 
money was to be paid in a manner to be 
indicated after the insertion of a notice 
in a newspaper.” 

Mr. Arncild, after’the receipt of the last 
two letters, decided to place the case in 
the hands of David Jacobs, a private de- 
tective, who had done a great deal of 
work for him in connection with the’ dis- 
appearance of Dorotfiy Arnold. At the 
game time Mr. Arnoid and Mr. Keith 
went to Police Headquarters, and a re- 
porter for an afternoon newspaper, seeing 
them, immediately concluded that the 
visit had something to do with the dis- 
appearance 0: rothy, and wrote a story 
to that effect. This story is believed to 
have been seen by the person or persons 
who had been threatening Mr. Arnol 
for.they suddenly chang their plan o 
operations, although the letters continued 
to come m at regular intervals. 

Finally a decoy letter brought a reply 
directing that the money be sent to an 
address in West 125th Street. The matter 
was then called to the attention of the 
District Attorney and Assistant District 
Attorney Reynolds, and Detectives Flood 
and Russo were assigned to the case. 
Jacobs and the two detectives from Mr. 
Whitman's office then placed a letter in 
the care of the Superintendent of the 
house in West 125th Street, and within a 
few -hours a telephone message was re- 
ceived directing that the letter be for- 
warded to an address in St. Nicholas 
Avenue. 

This was done, and the next day a 
telephone message was received at the St. 
Nicholas Avenue address stating that a 
boy would call for the letter. Soon a 
young negro ing d arrived and asked fur 
the Jetter. The boy said a sum of money 
had been promised to him to get the let- 
ter and that he had been tuld to leave it 
in a house in West Ninety-second Strect. 
This was done, and the detectives plant- 
ed themselves in that house and waited 
for developments. 

Saturday night the woman, Bessie 
Green, appeared at the house, and, aftar 
paying the boy some money. received the 
letter. As she took the letter the de- 
tectives appeared. The woman fled and 
tried to destroy the letter, but she was 
overtaken before she could make away 
with it. She said that she, too, had been 
sent for it, and that she was to deliver 
it to an address in West 127th Street, 
which happened to be the address men- 
tioned in the first letter, received by Mr. 
Arnold last June. 

The detectives say the woman told a 
very queer story, much of which was con- 
tradictory. They kept her in sight until 
yesterday and then placed her under ar- 
rest. Specimens of her hend writing were 
submitted to a handwriting authority 
who said that the writing was that ot 
the same rson who had written many 
of the letters received by Mr. Arnold.- 

The detectives and Mr. Keith believe 
that more than one perem is in the plot, 
and it was said last night that there is 
good reason to believe that others will 
be in custody within forty-eight hours.

THROWN DOWN A BASEMENT 


Found Unconsclous by Policeman, 
Who Took Him to Bellevue—No 
Trace of the Bandits. 


R. E. Shearer, an artist, about 35 years 
of age, of 112 Duncan Avenue, Jersey 
City, was held up, beaten and robbed in 
passing the College Inn, at Broadway and 
Fortieth Street, early this .“Wednesday) 
morning, about 2 o'clock, when three men 
pounced on him, threw him into a cab 
that was waiting, with the door open, 
beat him with blackjacks, and robbed 
him of $30, all he had. The cab was driven 
to a point opposite 151 Bast Thirty-ninth 
Street, where Shearer was taken and 
thrown down the basement of that ad- 
dress. 

He was found later by Policeman Op- 
penheimer of the East Thirty-fifth Street 
Station. Shearer was unconscious and 
was taken to Bellevue Hospital where it 
was discovered his skull was fractured. 
He probably will die. The doctors re- 
vived him gufficiently to tell the story 
and then he lapsed into unconsciousness. 
Detectives were sent out to search for 
the assailants but have found no clue. 


FIRE AFTER TUNNEL CRASH. 


Electric Engine Starts Blaze When 
it Strikes Freight—Four Dead. 


NORTH ADAMS, Mass., Feb. 20.—With 
twenty freight cars burning fiercely. and 
sections of rock weighing many tons 
loosened by the heat and raining down 
upon the tracks, Hoosac Tunnel on the 





Railroad was so effectively. blocked as 
the result of a train collision late this 
afternoon that it will be days, in the 
opinion of railroad men, before trains 
can again operate through it. 'Four rail- 
road men were killed in the collision when 
a Boston-bound passenger express crashed 
into a freight. 
The lst of dead as made public by 
railroad officials, follows: 
DAVIS, LUTHER, Greenfield, apprentice on 
electric engine. 


GREGG, HENRY, Scotia, 
engineer. 


KEMP, REUBEN, 31, North Adams, 
man attached to freight train.

Many of the occupants of the coaches 
were badly shaken up, but there were no 
serious injuries. 

The passenger train was not seriously 
damaged, with the exception of the elec- 
tric engine which was drawing it, but 
several cars of the freight were de- 
molished and the wreckage took fire, 
The smoke from the burning cars poured 
from the east portal of the tunnel and 
drove back those who sought entrance 
from that end, while the heat made it 
impossible to go beyond the central shaft 
from the other end. Hours after the 
crash the wreckage was still burning. 

Seventeen freight cars were on fire, and 
the heat was so ‘great that portions of 
the tunnel rock were cracking off and 
falling to the tracks. 

The accident happened qgbout 2,500 feet 
from the east portal of the tunnel, about

4:30 o'clock in the afternoon, but it was 


some time later before the news reached 
North Adams, for all of the railroad 
wires passing through the tunnel were 
carried away by the crash. A _ switch- 
man at the east portal who noticed smoke 


was the first to send in word of the 
wreck. 

When news of the wreck reached here 
Fire Chief H. J. Montgomery and forty 
volunteers were placed sboard a flat car 
and sought to reach the scene, but once 
they had passed the central air shaft the 
heat became so intense that they were 
obliged to turn back long before reach- 
ing the wreck. Meanwhile Supt. J. D. 
Tyler and a gang of section men tried to 
get to the fire from the other end, but 
they were driven back by the clouds of 


smoke and gas that filled the mouth of 
the tunnel. ‘ 


FLIER HITS FREIGHT CARS. 


Two Firemen Are Badly Hurt, but 
Steel Car Saves Passengers. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., Feb. 20. — The 
Pennsylvania’s eighteen-hour - flier — be- 
tween Chicago and New York ran into 
freight cars that had been shifted to the 
passenger tracks by mistake near Middle- 
town -to-day.

Sandt, Reaching Port Rowan 
from Erie in 34 Minutes, Fails 
on the Return Trip. 


ENGINE STOPS 2,000 FEET UP 


Glides Down, Landing on the Ice, and 
Though Injured Walks Ten Miles 
to the American Shore. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ERIE, Penn., Feb. 20.—Earl Sandt, a 
yctung aviator of this city, flew across 
Lake Erie to Port Rowan in Canada this 
afternoon. Several hours later word was 
received by telephone that Sandt had 
started back for this place, and when he 
failed to appear after some time, it was 
feared that he had met with an accident, 
and perhaps crashed through the ice to 
drown in the lake. It was after 10 o'clock 
to-night that it was learned that Sandt, 
badly hurt as a result of a tumble in his 
machine, was safe nevertheless in North- 
east, about eighteen miles from here on 
the United States shore of Lake Erie. 

It was 2:51 o’clock this afternoon when 
Sandt started away from here, and it was 
after 4 o’clock that a telephone message 
was received from him saying that he 
had landed in Port Rowan just thirty- 
four minutes after setting out on the 
forty-mile trip. Sandt telephoned that in 
making a landing he had broken one of 
the ribs in his biplane, but that he would 
be able to repair this in time to start 
back for Erie before nightfall. 

A large crowd had collected on*the shore 
to see Sandt off, and a larger crowd gath- 
ered to witness his return. The minutes 
grew into quarter and half hours with no 
sign of Sandt, and then it was supposed 
that. he had been unable to repair his 
craft and had not started. Telephone in- 
quiries to Port Rowan brought. word, 
however that the aviator had risen from 
there at 5:50 o’clock and was flying high 
when he disappeared from view. — 

The watch from shore here was kept 
up for some minutes more, and then it 
was decided that Sandt must have met 
with an accident’ and fallen onto the 
frozen surface of the lake. Searching 
parties were organized, and several of 
these set out over the ice in the hope 


of finding some trace of the missing 
aviator. 

Several parties were still on the ice at 
10 o’clock to-night when Sandt telephoned 
from Northeast. He said that he had 
lost his way over the lake, but had still 
been trying to locate Erie when his en- 
gine went wrong .2,000 feet in the air.

~The Right to Waive Immunity. 

One of the. best-known’ constitutional 
lawyers in the country gave the following 
opinion last night on the right of a wit- 
ness to waive immunity: 

“ The defendant in a criminal trial may 
waive:in his own case the fifth Amend- 


ment-to. the United. States Constitution, 
which provides that no man shall ne 


”

@ man can waive a constitutional right 
he may waive a statutory right. 

“A man charged with murder, to’ take 
the strongest possible case, may insist on 
taking the stand to testify, although he 
cannot be called as a witnéss against 
himself. In such a case the defendant 1s 
instructed that he need not testify, but 
if he is asked to be allowed to do so, his 
testimony is as valid as that of any other 
witness. 

“In the case of The People vs. Weber, 
139 New York, it is held that a man who 
voluntarily waives his constitutional right 
to refuse testimony becomes the same as 
any other witness in his status, before the 
court. 

“Tf a man should. waive immunity, and 
jJater be tried and convicted, he wouid 
have no ground for an appeal unless he 
might try to make out that his waiver 
was obtained by a trick. Defendants 
have claimed on appeal that their con- 
fession or testimony to their own injury 
was wrung from:them against their will, 
but where the record is clear on the 
validity of. the. waiver,\there is not the 
shadow of a ground for questioning the 
proceedings.”’ 

Another lawyer cited these cases to 
show that the writ before Justice Gerard 
was not properly issued: 


SCHNEIDER VS. HAYES. 


(108 Appellate Division, Page 6.) 
‘Where upon ‘the trial of an indictment the 
defendant pleads guilty to one of the counts 
contained therein and is thereupon con- 


victed and sentenced upon such count, he 
cannot in the absence of a motion and ar- 
rest of the judgment of convietion or of a 
direct appeal from such judgment raise the 
question, in habeas corpus, covering the 
count under which he was convicted. stated 
facts sufficient to charge him with a crime. 

MATTER OF GREGORY 

(219 U 8. 210.) 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
held that where the statute defining a crime 
is valid and the court has jurisdiction, its 
judgment cannot be reviewed on habeas 
corpus. 

It is perfectly well sajd that a writ of | 
habeas corpus cannot be used as a writ of * 
error. 


Hand Has No Explanation to Make.

“TI cannot see it in that light,” said Mr. 
Nicoll emphatically. ‘‘ Let us look at it 
reasonably. Somebody set this whole 
proceeding in motion. Of course it was 
the prisoner. He addressed a communi- 
cation to the Governor of. this State ask- 
ing for clemency, and without doubt stat- 
ing the ground upon which executive 
clemency should” be exercised in his 
favor. . 

“We are greatly concerned, your Hon- 
or, with the grounds of that application, 
because it is our purpose upon this ‘in- 
vestigation, and this is the first time that 
my client, Mr. Schiff, has had an oppor- 
tunity to tell any court his side of the 
story—it is our purpose to show that each 
and every one of the grounds upon which 
he makes his application for clemency are 
false, but how will you get anywhero in 
this proceeding unless you know the 
grounds upon which he makes his appli- 
cation for clemency?

“Does he ask. first on the ground that

ground, namely, that he never commit- 
ted the crime of burglarly at all and that 


he was at Mr. Schiff’s house on the 8th 
day of March, 1907, for a different pur- 
pose, inconsistent with e commission 
of the crime of’ burglary? 

‘““Does he ask it upon the ground that 
he was ready to plead guilty under the 
belief that he would receive a short. sen- 
tence? Does he ask it on the ground 
that the false report of his career was 
made to the Judge, that the Judge was 
induced by that to give him a longer 
sentence? * : ‘ 

““Now, as a matter of fact, I under- 
stand that he made the application to the 
Governor on all three of those false 
grounds.

“I think it was made 
very clear this morning that Mr. Schiff 
has long waited for the opportunity 
which is now presented, of telling this 
whole story from beginaing to end.

Nicoll Asks Time to Study Papers. 


* First, to examine the papers which 
have been admitted in evidence. Of 
course, your Honor is aware that we have 
not seen those at all, except the letter of 


Judge Rosalsky to the Governor, which 
was made public by the Judge himself. 
We have never seen the letter of the Dis- 
trict Attorney to the Governor, and we do 
not know, except in a most general and 
vague way, upon what grounds he: pro- 
ceeded. 

“We do not know, indeed, what the at- 
titude of the District Attorney or the 
gpeinge 4 General is now, except so far 
as we have heard from them in court, 
but thejr position has never been yet 
clearly defined. 

**It is necessary for us, therefore, to 
examine these papers, and it is necessary 
for us to make an ig (0 ng te to the Govs 
ernor himself, your Honor not having the 
power for any records at his office which 
contain the grounds upon which the pris- 
oner sought clemency; and it is possibly 
r.ecessary for us to apply to your Honor 
or to the Governor for a subpoena to call 
the prisoner himself into court, for cer- 
tainly this investigation will not be com- 
plete until that is done. 

**Now, for all those reason I am going 
to ask your Honor to let this matter 
stand until to-morrow morning, during 
which time we will endeavor to procure 
from the Governor—I hope with the as- 
sistance of the Attorney General—the pa- 
pers which I have asked for here; and irr 
the meantime we will have an opportu- 
nity to examine the papers which have 
been admittel in evidence this morning.” 


Brandt’s Plea Not Needed, Hand 


“ Mr. Nicoll,”’ interrupted Commissioner 
Hand, “let me call your attention to an 
element-of the situation which occurs to 
my mind: Whatever was before the Gov- 
ernor the prisoner, Mr. Towns says, was 
not responsible for; that he never made 
any application to the Governor; but 
whatever was before the Governor pur- 
porting to give the prisoner’s attitude or 
claims, the Governor decided was suffi- 
cient to justify Executive interference 
and deny the application. 

“These questions, I assume, without, 
of course, seeking judicial aid at all, 
would be whether, for instance, this pris- 
oner in pleading guilty to the indictment 
knew what the indictment charged in a 
legal sense, what was necessary to the 
crime, and pleaded with that knowledge. 

*“ Another question would be whether in 
imposing sentence—that is, in fixing the 
measure of punishment—Judge Rosalsky 
was improperly or otherwise influenced 
by any persons by whom misrepresenta- 
tions or false statements were made. 

** Another omg | would be whether this 
defendant was in any way properly or 
improperly induced to plead guilty to 
anything under some assurance that he 
would benefit by such a plea. 

“ Now, I think we would be prepared to 
go on with the inquiry upon those sub- 
jects without any necessary knowledge 
of any grounds upon which the pris- 
oner bases his claim for Executive clem- 
ency, and meanwhile, without delaying 
this proceeding at all, ‘the application 
could be made to the Governor for any- 
thing purporting to come from the pris- 
oner to him, and in that view I think I 
will inquire whether you have prepared, 
with any testimony here, upon either of 
those three branches,” 


Schiff Determined to Bare the Facts. 


Mr. Nicoll reviewed the circumstances 
attending the entrance of Brandt into the 
home of Mr, Schiff in March and called 


attention to the intimation that he was 
not guilty of burglary because he did not 
enter the house to steal, but for a differ- 
ent purpose. He declared that first the 
prisoner cried: “‘I am not guilty of the 
crime of burglary,”’ and then later he 
cried: ‘‘I pleaded under a misapprehen- 
sion, believing that I was to have a short 
sentence,”’ and then finally that “ the 
Judge gave an undue sentence on account 
of the misrepresentation which had been 
made to him by lice officers concern- 
ing my character. Mr. Nicoll continued: 

“ All of those things no doubt are to be 
found in the report made to the Governor 
and which first set the machinery of the 
State in motion, They are all interwoven 
together. When your Honor comes to 
hear this. story altogether, from begin- 
ning. to end, you will see they were all 
interwoven together, and you cannot 
make a complete report-—-you cannot know 
and the Governor cannot know, the peo- 
ple, who are vitally interested in this 
matter, cannot know—unless all of the 
facts aré laid bare. 

‘They must be laid bare in this or some 
other promeees for we are determined 
that they shall be laid bare! and for a 
very good reason, your Honor, because, 
in consequence of the ground upon which 
the petitioner based his request for clem- 
ency, and because he stated that he did 
not enter Mr. Schiff’s house that night 
with burglarious intent, but for another 
purpose, there have gone abroad, every- 
where, the grossest misrepresentations, 
slanders, and insinuations, inventions con- 
cerning the character and conduct of Mr. 
Schiff’s wife. They would have to come 
into this proceeding, in order to put an 
end to these open or veiled attacks.

If the Governor found he pleaded ilty 
not because he believed. or thought himself 
to be guilty, but because he thought that 
was the cheapest way out of a bad hole 
and he would be let off lightly if he 
pleaded guilty on those grounds, then it 
might be that he would think the Gov- 
ernor would undoubtedly pardon him after 
five years’ conyiction upon that ground. 
If he was induced to plead guilty by any 
kind of promise or assurance or other 
corrupt influence, or if the Judge was 
induced to increase his punishment. b 
any misrepresentation or false statement, 
all these things would be competent mat- 
ters for the Governor to inquire into if 
this man had pat his application upon 
some totally different ground. 

“The Governor wants to ascertain the 
facts as to all th matters, and we are 
now in a position to go on with the as- 
certainment of those facts, and going on 
with them will give you ample time to 
apply to the Governor for whatever 
papers were before him purporting to 
come from this man or to be authorized 
by this man. And when you can get 
them you can proceed with that branch of 
the case. 

“TI do not think we ought to delay this 
hearing or to continue it when we can be 
usefully employed upon something that, 
so far as I am concerned, we can be use- 
fully and faithfully employed upon, with- 
out knowing what position this man took 
in his application.” 


No Evidence Brandt Was Deceived. 


Mr, Nicoll asked the Commissioner if 
there was any evidence that the prisoner 


was deceived. He called attention to the 
fact that the District Attorney did not 
produce any evidence of that sort, and 
that the Attorney General had produced 
nothing. 

Commissioner Hand -explained that he 
presumed that when the Judge who sen- 
tenced Brandt asked him how he. got 
into the house the answer was one that 
would not involve the crime of burglary 
in the first degree. 

“IT am not passing upon that,’’ contin- 
ued the Commissioner. ‘‘The Governor 
may regard that’as nonsense. I have no 
jurisdiction to pass upon it at all, but 
you.asked me what evidence there is. 
There is what I suppose they regard as 
evidence that his Judgment was not based 
upon due process of law, because his an- 
swers show that he did not know what 
guilty of burglary in the first degree 
meant.”’ 

“Your Honor overlooks the plea that 
he made,” said Mr. Nicoll, ‘ there is noth-

State Heard Enough, Carmody Says. 


“We are here, so far as I am con-

Towns Opposes the Inquiry. 


Mr. Towns rose and declared that there 
was not a word in any petition made to 
the court that deals with any question 
save that made by the records of the case.

of scandal involving a woman's name; I 
mean that, and I had the authority to-sa 
that from my client, and he meant. it, 
not that he fears investigation, but .for 
the simple fact that while he. does not 
claim to be an immaculate knight, he 
does not wish in addition tothe burden 
that he has.endured to have that charged 
against him. 
“Now, as to Mr. -Schiff's opportunity 
my friend is mistaken in. his position. 
Mr. Schiff had opportunity, he went. bde- 
fore the grand inquest. There were six- 
teen men—at least sixteen men from all 
walks and vocations of life, who could 
have questioned him, and if they had not 
ques#tened him, could have Lstened to 
any suggestion that he might make. 
“He did not there state that his fam- 
ay was involved by this man, and if he 
did, he did not seize the opportunity to 
make the application, nor did he appear 
before Justice Rosalsky, seeing that this 
man had added insult to injury, mor did 
he arrest him, nor did he kick him down 
stairs when he had him in his power, 
for concededly it is established hy that 
record there that Mr, Schiff had him in 
his power, and showed him to the front 
door, so that if Mr. Schiff had his op- 
portunity in court and out of court by 
which he could rectify those. mistakes 
or should have availed himself of it, and 
yet now. seeks in an inquiry where such 
a position is absolutely foreign to the 
issue, entirely foreign to the issue—to 
aves himself of it, what could he estab- 
lish? .

“He can test that question out fn that 
ample way. He certainly cannot call 
upon this investigation to. prove it here 
before your Honcr.” 

What Mr. Nicoll Would Show. 
Commissioner Hand was evidently 
somewhat puzzled by these long talks,

‘What is it that you specifically pro- 
pose to do?” 

““What I propose to do,” replied Mr. 
Nicoll, ‘‘is to tell the Governor through 
you the whole story of the circumstances 
resulting in this prisoner’s gentence to 
prigoa or a burglary in the first degree 
and his application to the Governor for 
pardon, including the grounds of his ap- 
plication,” 

Mr. Hand said that statement was too 
general, and asked what scheme or the- 
ory Mr. Nicoll had in mind. 

**T will call witnesses,” cried Mr, Nicoll 
with upraised hands. 

*“*What witnesses,” queried Mr. Hand, 
“will enable you to do so?”

The Commissioner Puzzled. 


Mr. Nicoll said that the statement of 
the District Attorney was the most re- 
markable he had ever heard in his life. 
Commissioner Hand wanted to know if 
there was any proceedings against any 
person concerned in the investigation. who 
might benefit by any immunity arising 
fromthe fact.that he appeared as a wit- 
ness, Mr. Whitman solemnly replied: 

“It is possible a charge of conspiracy 

may be made against some of these 
parties under Section 580 and Section 584, 
providing for immunity to testify.” ~ * 
*** Under the crime of conspiracy to ac- 
complish some wrong?” asked the Com- 
missioner. “Has there been any sug- 
gestion to you of a likelihood’ of that?”’ 

“Under the law,” -replied Mr. Whit- 
man, ‘‘I should be obliged to decline to 
answer.”’ ; 

‘tI know,”’ said Mr. Hand, ‘‘-I was ‘mere- 
ly putting a question. Of course, certain 
aws cover the subject. of immunity, and 
without having occasion to ‘give it any 
particular attention,’ just my’ recollection 
of it, and I may be entirely’ wrong,’ but 
there are certain laws which would dif- 
ferentiate between witnesses called with 
reference to certain crimes, and witnesses 
called with reference to criminal investi- 
gations generally, and that was the only 
reason why it occurred to me that there 
might be any impropriety in your minds,” 

Mr. Carmody supported’ Mr. Whitman. 
He said: 

‘I'am in entire accord with the po- 
sition taken by Mr. Whitman. I am 
&ware of the fact, and I know of it, and

An Early German Triptych is Bought 
for $18,000 and a ‘“ Cruci- 
fixion”” for $7,500.

BERLIN, Feb. 20.—Acting on behalf 
of an American collector, who is ru- 
mored to be J. Pierpont Morgan, Fran- 
cois “Kleinberger, the Paris dealer, to- 
day paid $147,500 for Andrea Manteg- 
na’s “Madonna with Child” at the 
auction sale of the celebrated Weber 
collection of Hamburg. The sale was 
held in the rooms of Lepke“& Co. here. 
The price is said to be the highest ever 
given for a picture in a European auc- 
tion sale, 2 

There was spirited bidding for the 
picture by M. Kleinberger and Messrs. 
Duvetn, Agnew & Dowdeswell of Lon- 
don. 

The New York Metropolitan Museum, 
the Boston-Museum, ‘and a number of 
well-known American dealers and col- 
lectors weré represented at the sale, 
the’ collectors either personally or by 
agents. ‘The’ New York Metropolitan 
Museum made no notable purchase, 
but. the Boston Museum bought for 
$18,000 a ‘triptych by the .early Ger- 
man painter known as the Master of 
St. Severin, and an early Flemish mas- 
ter’s “Christ on the Cross with Mary 
and Joseph” for $7,500. 

Other. high prices were $25,000, paid 
by Mr. Dowdeswell of London for 
Palma Vecchio’s ‘% Annunciation”; 
$16,750 paid by the Hamburg collector,

The “*Madonna and Child’* by Andrea 
Mantegna that belonged to the late E. 
F. Weber is one of the finest, specimens 
by that Italian master that exist outside 
public. galleries, and its acquisition for 
America is an event of considerable ar- 
tistic importance, as there is hardly an 


example of Mantegng's art at present in 
this country. The picture has the figure 
of Mary Magdalen as well as representa- 
tions of the Virgin and Child. ° 

The Weber Gallery at Hamburg con- 
tained about 350 paintings by old mas- 
ters of the German, Flemish, Italian, and 
Spanish schools. Among them are A 
number of works of much interest, and 
it is to be expected that the figure real- 
ized for the Mantegna yesterday will be 
equaled if not surpassed by prices paid 
on ensuing days of the sale. 

Andrea Mantegna, who was born in 
Vicenza in 1431 and who died at Mantua 
in 1506, possessed a style unique even 
amid the richness of the Renaissance—a 
style that is almost, indescribable, but 
that nevertheless is so strongly marked 
as to be unmistakable and inimitable. 


Briefly, it is perhaps best explained by | 


the term plasticity. His figures seempot 
paint on canvas, 
molded ‘bronze. -Of all the painters of the 
Renaissance he was.most alive to the 
beauty of rounded form, as distinct from 
outline. He could give to a garland of 
flowers a character of almost monu- 
mental dignity, and still retairm their del- 
icacy and lightness. His coloring is often 
austere, but sometimes distinguished by 
exquisite nuances. His chiaroscuro is of 
the subtlest, and’ no painter before or 
since has better understood the possibil- 
ities. of greyish tones. 

He died in poverty, but this was due 
n to lack of appreciation during his 
lifetime, but to his own extravagance 
and carelessness, At Mantua he lived 
like a nobleman, beloved by the Court, 
and honored by all who knew him and 
his work. 


NICARAGUA’S CREDITORS ACT. 


Send Telegram to Washington In Re- 
gard to Collection of Revenues. 
Special Cable to THE New ‘York Times. 
LONDON, Wednesday, Feb. 21.— 
With reference to the proposals of the 
American bankers for the settlement of 
the external debt of Nicaragua, The 
Times announces that the committee of 
Nicaragua bondholders is resolved, be- 
fore calling a meeting of the bondhold- 
ers, to await the arrival of the envoy 
from. Nicaragua, whois said to be on 
his way to Europe. In the meantime, 
the committee is of the dpinion that 
the bondholders should not deposit their 

bonds in assent to the scheme. 

At the request of the committee the 
Council of Foreign Bondholdets has 
sent a telegram to the United States 
Government stating that it is informed 
that the customs revenues of Nicaragua 
are being administered by an American 
Colléctor whose appointment was ap- 
preved by the United States Govern- 
ment, and that the committee relies on 
the good offices of the United States 
Government to see that these revenues, 
which are preferentially pledged to the 
holders of the exterhal loan of 1909, are 
applied to the service of the bonds in 
accordance with the loan contract. 


The Nicaraguan Government, has ar- 
ranged with J. & W. Seligman & Co. and 
Brown Brothers & Co. for a $15,000,000 
loan «when the Nicaraguan treaty now 
before Congress is ratified. With these 
funds it is proposed to refund the na- 
tional debt and satisfy the foreign claims.

“TI examined the patient from 8 until 5 
o’clock this afternoon,” explained Dr. 
Butler. “Dr. Wilson assisted me in the 
case. We both agree that the patient is 
suffering from senile dementia and is ab- 
solutely irresponsible for his actions. He 
is incompetent to manage business af- 
fairs, and is certainly not capable of exe- 
cuting any legal documents intelligently. 
Personally I.would not. hesitate to say 
that he should be under constaat care and 
supervision of a respensible guardian. 
He will. yield to any suggestion made to 
hin, despite the fact that he is so deaf 
that ‘he does not comprehend clearly what 
is sald to him.

€ compelling of the railroad companies 
to meet obligations arising from Ey 
for which the railroad would not be liable 
under the common law, is a denial of the 
due process of law which is enjoined upon 
Congress by the fifth amendment to the 
Constitution in dealing with the property 
rights. This question: the report takes 
up, and in an exhaustive review of the 
authorities makes clear, as. it seems to 
me, the validity of the act. It is suffi- 
cient to say that the argument of the 
commission is most convincing to show 
that the police power of the Government, 
exercised in the regulation of inter-State 
commerce is quite sufficient to justify the 
imposition upon the inter-State railroad 
companes of the liability for the injuries 
to its employes on an insurance basis. 

The third objection is that the right 
of trial by jury, guaranteed by the sev- 
enth amendment, is denied. As a matter 
of fact, the right is preserved in this act 
by permitting a jury to pass on the issue 
when duly demanded, in accordance with 
the limitations of the act.” 

President Taft then alludes to the al- 
leged iniquities attending personal injury 
litigation. He declares that perjured 
testimony, emotional juries, and ly 
constructed laws limiting liability Have 
tended to hamper the administration of 
exact justice while the heavy expense otf 
litigation has rendered it almost imposs!- 
ble for the poor man to command his 
rights. In referring to the condition of 
the courts because of this ‘form of litiga- 
tion, the President says: 

“The administration of justice to-day 
is Clogged in every court by the great 
number of suits for Gamage for personal 
injury. The settlement of such cases by 
this system: will ‘serve to reduce the bur- 
den of our courts one-half by. taking the 
cases out of court and disposing of them 
by this short cut.’’ 

The bill eliminates the common law 
doctrine of negligence which the commis- 
sion characterizes as the unjust defenses 
of assumption of risk, fellow-servants’ 
fault, and contributory negligence.

The concluding sale of the pictures 
belonging to the estate of Mary Ade- 
Taide Yerkes, estate ‘of Isaac Stern, and 
to Guy R. Bolton, Charles B. Lawson, 
J. H. Stanford, and Mrs. Clarence M. 
Hyde, under the aucpices of the Amer- 
ican Art Association, at the Plaga last 
evening brought a total of $104,710, 
making for the two evenings $137,220. 

The highest price of the evening 
was for a Cazin from the Yerkes _.col- 
lection, “Moonlight at Midnight,” a 
picture bought from the studio of the 
artist. It was an unusual Cazin, being 
in soft dull tones, a scene at Abbeville, 
in France, picturesque houses rising 
out of the water of the little River 
Somme, a little foliage showing here 
and there from the walled gardens, 
the reflections of the buildings in the 
water in the soft Summer night, and 
a few stars in the deep blue sky. It 
brought $8,700, going to W. W. Sea- 
man, agent.

Dr. Arlitz: Entitled to Only $2,500, |. 


Says Corporation Counsel. 


Corporation Counsel Watson said yes- 
terday that in his-opinion Dr, William J. 
Arlitz of Hoboken, who has brought suit 
against Mayor Gaynor to recover $18,000 
for services rendered following the at- 
tempt upon the Mayor's life, was onyied 
to only. $2,500. 

“The Board of Aldermen passed ase 
and audited the bill of Dr. Arlitz, who 
claimed $7,500, allowing him $2,500," he 
said. “Dr. Arlits was the houge physi- 
clan or surgeon of St. Mary’s Hospital, 
where the Mayor was taken in a 
emergency. Dr. Arlitz was not employed 
by the Mayor or the friends of the Mayor. 

e was merely found ticre, with some 
official connection With the hospital, and 

t way had, or seemed to lave, a 
connection with the case. Notwithstand- 
ding this,.I understand that Arlitz was 
the first of all the physicians to send in 
his bill, the amount of which was about 
50 per cent. in excess. of the bills of. the 
New York surgeons of great prestige and 
eminence, such as Drs. Stewart, Brewer, 
and Dowd, one of wnom was in constant 
attendance’ at . the hospital during the 
entire time the Mayor was thers. 

‘IT am ‘sure this action of Dr., Ariitz 
was brought without consultation pith the 
hospital authorities proper, and I should 
doubt if it would be approved by them. 
The good sisters of St. Mary’s Hospital 
are not mercenaries. They did, of course, 
accept gratefully, though -without the 
slightest solicitation, the fund raised by 
the citizens of New York as a thanks- 

living ag tn to the hospital whigh 
fad eared for Mayor Gaynor. and’ ‘also 
the endowment of a bed 
nor’s name, 

“ While I-am not an expert in the mat- 
ter of physicians’ bills, I should say that 
the Board of Aldermen had allowed Dr. 
Arlitz all he should have, or will ever get, 
for that matter.” 

Mr. Watson said he had not been in

Mr, Dippel, carrying on the Massenet 
tradition that he inherited trom Mr. Ham- 
merstein, who invented it and developed 
it as an operatic manager with s0 much 
success, produced Massenet’s “ Cendril- 
lon” at the second pefromance of the 
Chicago-Philadelphia Opera Company last 
evening. at the Metropolitan Opera House. 
It was the first rformance in New 
York, though it had been given earlier in 
the Winter by Mr. Dippel’s company both 
in Chicago and in hiladelphia. New 
York, however, came perilously near 
wice, about eight years ago, 
of the New Orleans Opera 
ny that gave a few performances 
at. the Casimo:.and then faded away. 
“Cendrillon” was announced, but the 
company had dissolved before the dates 
Were reached. 
The audience was large, though far 
from as large as that which greeted the 
company at its first appearance last week. 
It gave evidences of pleasure at the per- 
formance that did not break through the 
boundary line of decorum or even rise 
often to the pitch of enthusiasm. 
The special department of statistical 
science devoted to Massenet shows that 
**Cendrillon” is his fifteenth opera, and 
the eleventh of his operas to be heard 
in New Yor It has already a respect- 
able age in the tale of the prolific French 
8 works, for it was first pro- 
duced. in Paris on May 24, 1899. It.is 
called on the title e “Fairy Tale 
in Four Acts and Six Tableaux,’’ the in- 
tention being doubtless to disabuse any 
who might expect ear a “ grand 
opera,” or even an “opéra comique,” 
of the idea that they would find either 
in this work. The librettist was Henri 
Cain, who has since won fame as a 
dramatist, but who up to that time had 
not even attempted an operatic libretto. 
The two collaborators have denied that 
they were in the least turned toward ‘this 
fairy tale as a subject for operatic treat- 
ment by the at success of ‘‘ Hansel 
und Gretel,”’ that made its appearance 
not long before “ Cendrillon,”’ though 
Adolphe Jullien, a keen observer, remarks 
that.‘ Massenet generally knows which 
way the wind is: b owing, and never tries 
to go counter to it,’’ and remembers that 
he was shrewdly suspected -of finding 
the suggestion for ‘“‘La Navarraise’’ in 
the great success pf ‘Cavalleria Rusti- 
cana.” 


Based on Fairy Tale. 


The point is of little moment, especially 
as there can be no suggestion of any 
similarity of means or method of treat- 
ment between the German and.the French 


fairy opera. ‘‘ Cendrillon”’ is ,of course 
based on the tale of Charles Perrault, 
the delightful seventeenth century story 
teller, to whom the world owes so much 
for its fairy tales. It appears in the 
opera that Cinderella's real name is 
Lucette; that her wicked stepmother is 
me. de la Halti@re, and her own father 

Pandolfe. Everything in the story 
takes its familiar course till after. Cin- 
derella’s return from the ball at which 
ahe has had so brilliant a success. The 
stepmother and step-sisters, furious at 
their failure to attract the notice of 
Prince Charming, indulge in high words, 
and M. Pandolfe, wearied of the strife 
in his home, announces his intention of 
leaving it with his daughter and with- 
drawing to his old farm. But Cinderella, 
disheartened, in. despair of ever seeing 
the Prince again, steals out of the house 
to die under the Fairies’ Oak Tree. 
Thither comes also the Prince, likewise 
in despair of ever seeing Cinderella 
again, who had escaped so suddenly at 
the stroke of 12; and he, too, is seeking 
death. Though unaware of each other's 
presence, both invoke Fairy Godmother 
to.the same effect, and she, seeing the 
two so near and each intending to die 
for the other, parts the curtain of ver- 
dure that. separates them, and as they 
are. united puts them to sleep with her 
magic wand. 

In. the. last act, Cinderella, no longer 
a servant In her step-mother’s house, is 
in the country watched by her solicitous 
father. She is recovering from a long 
illness, troubled by many strange dreams 
about fairies, slippers, and the Prince 
that came upon her after he had found 
her lying unconscious under the oak tree. 
Then comes the trial to discover fhe 
owner of the glass slipper left behind at 
the ball by the damsel who had so en- 
raptured the Prince, and the triumph 
of Cinderella, whom alone it fits. 

*“Cendrilion ” is untroubled by symhol- 
ism, allegory, mysticism, or any other 
of the modern operatic “ arriére pensées.”’ 
It is frankly a fairy story, most inno- 
cently set to music, and its characters 
are the good and bad old friends of the 
tale, who act exactly as they do there 
and represent nothing else ‘but them- 
selves. The librettist has had, perhaps 
to elaborate some of the incidents of 
“Cinderella’”’ a good deal to make an 
opera out of the story. Some of them are 
spread a little thin. The story finds its 
climax in the third act in the reunion 
of the two lovers under the fairy god- 
mother’s wand; and the last act, repre- 
senting the search for the owner of the 
glass slipper, its success, and the second 
reunion of the lovers, makes a rather 
perfunctory ending to correspond with 
the tradition of. the fairy story. And ye 
a fairy story. must end in this way, an 
they must live happily forever after! M. 
Pandolfe turns to the audience and says, 
**Here all ends well, you see,’’ and the 
chorus gives the old-fashioned epilogue, 
“And so we end our play. We have all 
done our best to entice you away into 
fairyland‘ blest.”’ 


Has a Human Interest. 


But with all its simplicity of motive, 
“ Cendrilion ’ has a human interest, even 
adult human interest, and a real charm. 
The librettist was skillful in his elabora- 


tion of the characters, motives, and sit- 
uations provided for him by the delightful 
Perrault, and has given a succession of 
scenes, vivacious, pathetic, tender, and 
mirthful, always sympathetic; and he has 
also, naturally, taken thought of the - 
sibilities of spectacular treatment which 
the scenes at court and the doings of 
the fairies suggest. The spectacle, in 
truth, has.to bear a considerable part 
in maintaining the interest of this opera. 
*“‘Cendrillon ” is another and a conspic- 
uous e le added to many presented 
before o assenet’s mastery of his trade 
of operatic composition. He had, it must 
be confessed ittle inspiration to put 
into this work. There is nothing in this 
music that bears any sign that it was 
beating. at his heart, clamoring at the 
portals of his soul for utterance to the 
world. Massenet, however, is one who 
“hath a mint of phrases in his brain,” 
and its coinage is reasonably sound. The 
dexterity and skill with which he has 
written this music,, with which he has 
made it express the characters and fit 
the situations, the variety, contrast, ef- 
fectiveness, appropriateness that it all 
has, are something to admire. It is 
music which has, perhaps, at no point 
any sweeping power or real intensity, 
any vivid emotional force, any really 
reat beauty of any sort. With all its 
inish and efficiency of workmanship, 
there is almost something sketchy about 
much of it.. And yet it is agreeable, and 
almost always has something charac- 
teristic, something that engages and in- 
terests the listener, and is not unworthy 
of his attention. j 
There is little attempt to 
nafveté of childhood, t might be ex- 
pected to have suggested itself to the 
composer as a means to his end in treat- 
ing this fairy tale. Nor has Massenet 
sought to embody in it any of that folk 
song element that is so conspicuous in 
‘«Hiinsel und Gretel,” and that gives that 
fairy ~epera so much of its otive 
charm. ;

Comic Scenes are Lively. 
Massepet’s comic sceries are bustling 
and lfVely, as in the opening of the 
opera, where the stepmother is scolding 
the servants, and where the messengers 
come with the- ball dresses; and there is 
humor in the condescending phrases of 


pity when the courtiers have failed to 
make the Prince take notice. The fairy 
music is delicate and graceful without 
having. any very’ distinct originality; it 
recalls in a way Mendelssohn and Ber- 
lioz, whose methods have become tradi- 
tional, The Fairy Queen, after the fash- 
ion of most fairy queens, is addicted to 
florid song, and many brilliant pas- 
sages of this sort to sing. And this, at 
least, is one ‘poifit that gives ‘‘ Cendril- 
lon” an unusual: distinction: among mod- 
ern operas, whose composers have, as 
one man, rejected vocal coloratura “as a 
means of expression. 

Much of the music that Cinderella has 
to sing is tender, simple in outline, ap- 
propriate to the gentle and winning r- 
sonality that is represented. Where Mas- 
senet most leaves a void is in his musical 
expression of the a Faget of the 
Prince and of Cinderel ‘or each other. 
erhaps he found a hurtling vehemence, 
even a contained intensi of emotio 
misplaced in these situations. At al 
events there is little glow of passion in 
the music at the meeting of Prince 
Charming and Cinderella at the. ball— 
even when they are discreetly left alone 
—and again in their- second meeting un- 
der the fairies’ oak tree, and the brief 
——— that brings them together at 
the end. "

The performance of “ Cendrillon” was 
good; it might have gone with somewhat 
more epirit and vigor,: but it reflected 
credit upon Mr. Dippel’s organization and 
especially emphasized his possession in 
the corpany .of a number of ex ent 
women singers who had not before been 
heard in 9pera- here. Chief among these 
was Miss Maggie Teyte, the Cendrillon. 
She doubtless has stronger: roles;. but 
she culd hardly have been introduced to 
the New York operatic public under more 
prepossessing circumstances. She is ad- 
mirably adapted for the part in both ap- 
pearance and voice, It calls for no. pro- 
found histrionic art; but it needs innate 
grace and simplicity and charm, a certain 
wistful eagerness and sincerity of thos.

Dr. Luther Halsey Gulick; who for 
many years was. @ prominent figure. in 
the Boys’ Branch of the Publiq’ Schools 
Athletic League, but since retired from 
activities in_ the work, made a. speech 
outlining the object of the organization 
to those members of the girls’ branch 
who were not in close ‘touch’ with ‘its 
workings. 

He praised the work of the league, but 
urged it to continue alooe even stronger 
lines, for out of about 100,000 girls now 
in the public schools only about 25,000 
were really receiving the instruction and 
good afforded by it. He urged all pres- 
ent to make a strong appeai-in all lines 
of endeavor, and a financial campaign 
was proposed. He dwelt. on the much 
needed health of the girl, as well as that 
of the boy,. and said that athletics were 
as necessary for their health as trees 
are for wood. 

In addition to the good derived from 
an athletic standpoint, the league insti- 
tuted several innovations among the 
blind and deaf children. A school is main- 
tained for both classes where they are 
instructed in their particular line.

A FULL INVESTIGATION. 

Is it possible that out of the Brendt 
case there is yet to come a scandal far 
surpassing anything yet threatened or 
hinted at or whispered in that astound- 
ing affair? Is the case to be so man- 
aged and disposed of that the blight of 
suspicion ‘that now rests upon a few in- 
dividuals and a single court preceeding 
will.spread until it involves high offi- 
cials and other tribunals, until it pro-- 
vokes a popular demand, not to be de- 
nied or resisted, for a complete disclos- 
ure of the influences upon the one hand 
‘and of the weaknesses upon the other 
that have brought the processes of jis- 
tice to such a pass of confusion and 


prevail) over truth and right? 

A thousand guilty men have gone 
free in this community on technicall- 
ties. Is this man, who confessed his 
guilt, to go free by recourse to technical 
devices that Jeave -unrevealed the true 
facts as to‘his crime and sentence and 
that deprive of their just right to be 
heard those who Rave been grossly lied 
about and slandered in the proceeding 
for his liberation? 

Can the Attorney General, the Dis- 
trict Attorney, the Governor's Commis- 
sioner appointed to make full inquiry, 
and Justice Gmrarp fail to see that the 
refusal of a hearing as witnesses of the 
persons who know most about the case 
would create a most painful impression 
upon the public mind? The persons 
most active. in the effort to free 
BRANDT have VoUaIy professed their de- 
sire and purpose to revealall the facts, 
regardless of what harm migtrt.be done 
to-reputations. Then why do they now 
obstruct the tnquiry and seek its ter- 
mination? They talk of sparing the 
innocent, yet the foulest insinuations 
are made in arguments, while appeals 
for a hearing that would bring out the 
truth, all beriefits of immunity being 
expressly waived, are denied. There 
has been nothing in the whole case cal- 
culated to produce such a degree of 
public astonishment and indignation as 
these latest developments. 

There can be no proper ending of the 
Brandt case, no ending that would not 
be grossly improper, until the demands 
of justice and of public opinion have 
been satisfied. The freeing of BRANDT 
as the result of an incomplete examina- 
tion would settle nothing, it would not 
decide many grave questions that have 
arisen in the course of this inquiry. 
There has been a multitude of stories, 
the thousand tongues of calumny have 
incessantly wagged, until many repu- 
tations have been smirched, not the 
reputations of private individuals only, 
but of public officials in high place. 
A premature ending of the inquiry 
would not end the case. Suspicions 
would not be allayed, slander would 
not be quieted, and the people of the 
State of New York would be left in 
doubt whether the administration of 
justice had or had not been improper- 
ly influenced or intérfered with. 

Mr. NiIcot, was right when he insiat- 
ed yesterday.that “every paper_and 
* document should be spread upon this 
“ record,” so that the public may know 
the truth. It is not a matter that con- 
cerns BRANDT alone, that concerns

THE OREGON CASE, 

No one who had read with some de- 
gree of attention the briefs in the case 
of the Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany ‘vs. the State of Oregon could 
have entertained any serious doubt that 
the Supreme Court would refuse to 
interfere with the operation of the 
initiative and referendum laws of Ore- 
gon. The case arose under a law enact- 
ed by the. initiative process in 1906, 
levying a tex of 2 per cent, upon the 


telegraph companies. This law was 
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The Pacific States Telephone and 
Telegraph Company refused to pay the 
tax levied under this initiative law, 
and the reguiting suit having gone 
against it in the State ‘courts, appeal 
was taken to the Supreme Court, 

The contention of the complainant 
was thet the initiative and referendum 
amendment to the State Constitution 
was in violation of that provision of 
the Federal Constitution which de- 
clares that “the United States shall 
“guarantees to every State in this 
“Union a republican“ form of gov- 
“ernment.” It was contended that the 
republican form of government must 
be a representative government, and 
that when laws are made by the peo- 
ple through the inftiative and refer- 
endum process, the government ‘s no 
longer republican, but is a pure democ- 
racy. There was a great deal of cita- 
tion of ancient authors and of political 
writers and speakers contemporary 
with the adoption of the Federal Con- 
stitution toi show that when the worda 
“republican form. of government” 
were used the authors of the Constitu- 
tion meant a representative form of 
government, that is, a government in 
which the laws are made by Legis- 
latures; and such citations were freely 
used to prove the direct contrary. To 
all this the court paid no attention, 
and it would seem that counsel must 
have been aware of the futility of an 
argument based on definitions, since 
the main issue involved had often been 
passed upon by the court, and had been 
decided precisely as it has now again 
been decided. The counsel of the State 
of Oregon advanced the argument that 
must necessarily prevail with the court 

hin they ‘made this point in their 
brief: “The only branch. of the Goy- 
“ernment competent to decide as to 
“whether there exists in the State a 
“republican form of government is the 
* political and not the judicial branch.” 
.Tt was so held by the court in 
LutTHer vs. Borpen, (the Dorr Rebel- 
lion case,) and in many other cases in- 
volving the enforcement of the guar- 
antee of a republican form of govern- 
ment. “It was long ago settled,” said 
the court in TarLor vs. PeckHaym, “ that 
“the enforcement of this guarantee be- 
“longed to the political department.” 
The court therefore declined to assume 
jurisdiction to say that Oregon no long- 
er enjoys a republican form of gov- 
ernment, because the houses of Con- 
greas, the political arm of the Federal 
Government, must be the judges of 
that political condition, and it would 
be “an inconceivable expansion of 
“the judicial power, and ruinous de- 
“struction of legislative authority in 
“matters purely political, to sustain 
“the propositions conténded for.” The 
court pointed out that unless it had 
power to set up a new government in 
Oregon, which manifestly it has not, 
it could not very well destroy the ex- 
isting government, Moreover, the in- 
itiative and referendum process has 
been adopted in Arkansas, Colorado. 
in part in Maine, in Missouri, in Mon- 
tana, in Oklahoma, and in South Da- 
kota. In some of these States it has 
been in operation for several years. 
Even if there has been reasonable doubt 
of ite powers, the court might have 
hesitated, by a decision in favor of 
the complainant, to invalidate the laws 
of so many States of the Union. 

Into the merits of the initiative and 
referendum the court had no occasion 
to inquire. Its opinton, which is the 
opinion expected, leaves the States 
which have a mind to such follies free 
to indulge in them. The principle of 
destroying representative institutions 
and setting up what is called direct 
government in their place gains no 
strength or sanction from this opin- 
ion, If the extravagances of legisla- 
tion by popular impulse or craze should 
ever go so far as to amount to a denial 
of a republican form of government 
in any State, Congress may be ee 
to take notice of the matter.

NOBILITY AND MUSICAL COMEDY, 

The “booing” of Sir ARTHUR P1- 
NERO’s new play at its first perform- 
ance in London is unimportant. We 
need not accept the tale that there was 
‘a band of hired “ booers.” in the gal- 
lery. Careful observers long ago sat- 
isfied themselves that the attitude ef 
the modern pit and gallery toward a 
play, on a London first night, means 
little or nothing. The idea that the ill- 
looking and ill-behaved persons who 
g0 to the theatre in a quarrelsome mood 
and try to interrupt the actors are 
competent judges of the play has no 
foundation, But the heated discus- 
sion of “The Mind-the-Paint Girl” 
which has followed the booing means 
something, Obviously Pinero has 
found himself again. Both as a play- 
wright and as a moralist he has seemed 
ldtely to be receding; but his new com- 
edy has undoubtedly caused a shock, 
set tongues wagging, enlivened con- 
versation over tea ia and whisky 
pegs alike, 

We do not understand that the, re- 
ported resentment of the theatrical pro- 
fession is serious, The actors them- 
selves ate the last people in London 
to object to a vivid and satirical show- 
ing up of that strange creation of 
modern fancy, newly acquired wealth, 
the public demand of relaxation with- 
out intelligence, the excess of bad taste, 
called “musical comedy.” ‘‘ Musical 
comedy” means chiefly young women, 
multitudes of them, of a different sort 
from the theatrically bred fairies of 
the old pantomime, on the one hand, 
and the bouncing, “h’’ dropping dam- 
sels of the music halls on the other, 
The “ Gaiety” girl ts, in fact, an allur- 
ing creation of the last quarter cent- 
ury; she has reached perfection, in- 
deed, within a-dozen years. She is, as 
we have said, multitudinous, she has 
assured charm if smal] wit or art, and 
it is a fact of historic importance that 
the young nobility are deeply interested 
in musical comedy and have even been 
marrying into it at a great rate. 
PINERO, in making the relations of 
musical comedy and the nobility the 
subject of his play, has put his finger 
on a vital topic. The recruiting of no- 
bility from English. comedy is prob- 
ably not popular with the masses. Why 
should it be? The subject has not es- 
caped the satirists before, but as 
PInERO' has treated it with freshness 
and vigor and original humor he has 
made a hit, and doubtless stirred up a 
good deal of feeling, as the old spirit 
expressed by Lord JoHn Mannors is 
not yet dead in Englanu: 

Let wealth and commerce, laws and 
learning die, 
But leave us still our old nobility.

Though the aeroplane 
was invented and first 
Needs put to successful use in 
this country) the need for 

Regulation. solving the many prob- 
lems created by it first became pressing 
in Europe, notably in France and Ger- 
many. There the machines were built 
and operated in much greater numbers 
than here, and thence arose a speedier ap- 
preciation of the fact that though the 
air belongs to all, and ts a free road, just 
as is the ocean of water, it, too, must 
nevertheless. have ite “‘ rules of the road,” 
and the rights and safety of people on the 
ground must be protected. 

Abrogd, consequently, the practice of 
aviation is now strictly regulated, The rule 
most genérally and rigidly enforced, not 
by the big associations, but by the law, 
is that only in very exceptional cases are 
aviators allowed to fly over towns. ‘Of 
course, once aloft, the police cannot pre- 
vent them from going where they choose, | » 
but the aviator who ignored this prohibi- 
tion would find himself in serious trouble 
with the authorities as soon as. he 
alighted. 

Both the object and the propriety of the 
rule are obvious, for it is in the disturbed 
air over cities that the aviator is most 
likely to fall. That there an involuntary 
descent is. most likely to mean his death 
might be considered the aviator's own 
business, but as it is there, also, that he

possessor of enormous, almost fabulous, 
wealth. He was an object of keen -in- 
terest and curiosity, and in those days 
the. general. wonder was what he could 
do with all his money, The question, 
“Where did he get it?” was not then 
often or insistently or accusingly asked, 
He considered himself, and other people, 
for the most t, considered him, a great 
man, and let it go at that. 

We have not yet progressed so far that 
the owner of a single. million is not econ- 
sidered rich, or he with ten times as 
much very rich, but neither now amazes 
anybody, and neither is made -really 
famous, or even really notorious, by his 
money. He is about where the man of 
the 0s or ’60s, say, (was who had what 
was then called a ‘“‘ snug fortune,” None 
of the milljonaires who have been men- 
tioned can properly be described as ‘“ ob- 
scure.” Each of them was well known 
to a considerable circle of acquaintances, 
of friends, and of associates in financial 
or other activities, but it js probable that 
a large majority in this city had neyer 
heard of any one of the four, and of 
National or international reputation for 
wealth none of them had even the begin- 
ning. 

It takes millions by the scores, per- 
haps by the hundreds, to make that now- 
adays—and it is a reputation at present 
not altogether to be desired, not of joys 
wholly unalloyed, though of course most 
of us would be willing enough to risk the 
incidental annoyances and dangers of a 
colossal fortune if we had the chance, 
One of these millionaires, Mr. L@LAND, 
illustrated a trait somewhat rare in his 
kind, not by bequeathing a million to 
the Metropolitan Museum, but by giving 
it unconditionally. That is, beyond doubt, 
the very best way to make a gift to edu- 
cational or charitable institutions, but it 
does least to immortalize the* donor's 
name, as such, by affixing it permanently 
to some visible_and tangible object, and 
it does not give what is evidently to most 
testators the pleasant certainty of exer- 
cising power after they are dead. These 


curious and futile joys Mr. LELAND was 
wise enough, or large enough, to re- 
nounce.

Everett P. Wheeler Calls It an At- 
tempt to Save a Criminal from Jail, 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

New York seems to be recovering from 
the Brandt fever. Judge Dike’s excellent 
speech last Thursday pointed out some 
considerations that appear to have been 
éverlooked. While there is a little lull 
let me call attention to the following facts 
which thug far have been made public: 
The sworn testimony before the Grand 
Jury which indicted Brandt showed that 
he had been a servant in Mr. Schiff's 
house and had been discharged. He tqok 
advantage of the knowledge of the ways 
of the house thus acquired to get in 
through the coal hole, on an evening 
wiien he knew that the butler was away, 
creep upstairs in his stocking feet, wait 
till the lights were out in Mr. Schiff’s 
room, and then strike his .old employer 
on the head with a bowling pin. Luckily 
the blow did not stun, Mr. Schiff turned 
on the light, and confronted Brandt, who 
was found to be provided with a carving 
knife, apparently to finish the work of thy 
bowling pin. Brandt was turned out of the 
house and the next day Mr. Schiff and his 
counsel, Mr. Gans, an honored and able 
lawyer, did their duty as good citizens 
and complained of Brandt. He was ar- 
rested and indicted, His guilt was clear 
and he pleaded guilty. Judge Rosalsky's 
questions to him and his answers have 
been produced and show that Brandt un- 
derstood perfectly what he was doing. 
No doubt he expected that his sentence 
would be shortened because he had 
pleaded guilty. The Judge took a differ- 
ent view of it, and now, after five years, 
he has succeeded in enlisting the ald of a 
sensational newspaper, whose business is 
to stir up class hatred, and which de- 
clares in flaming head lines and inflam- 
matory cartoons that he was \convicted 
and punished because he was poor and his 
employer was rich, 

Hew the crooks must chuckle at the 
cleverness of their comrade and his co- 
conspirators. There is nothing they love 
So much ag notoriety. There is not one 
of them who would not gladly take five 
years in prison if he could have the 
crowded hours of publicity that Brandt 
has enjoyed. Nejther President, King, nor 
Kaiser has received so much attention 
‘during the past: week.

‘COST OF CRUDE DRUGS HIGH. 


Expense Connected with Their Collec- 
tion Has Been Greatly Increased. 


Druggists are convinced that crude veg- 
etable drugs will never again be as cheap 
as in former days. The Practical Drug- 
gists quotes Albert Plant on the subject 
as follows: 

In former years’ most or -our ‘cruce drugs 
came from Germany; women ‘and~ caildren 
and all the unemployed collected crude drugs. 
If they could make 50 cents a day during the 
comparatively short time: when drugs can be 
collected, they were very well satisfied. The 
peasants, when not.actively employed in farm- 
ing, also collected. erude drugs. A consider- 
able part.of. the population had no.fixed em- 
ployment, and they made.a few groschen or 
thaler by collecting drugs. But as. the coun- 
try devgloped industrially, all these people 
found employment in factories, and the num- 
ber of people who collected crude drugs dimin- 
ished, and those wao continued were paid bet- 
ter for’ their work. , To-day, very much, fewer 
drugs come from Germany. ~In our own coun- 
try a large number of the colored population 
in the South formerly added considerably to 
their income by the collection of crude drugs. 
This is also a thing of the past; they find 
better paying employment. This is not con- 
fined to the blacks alone, but to the ‘ poor 
whites ’’ in the Souta, who were also engaged 
in  @ large way in the collection of. crude 
drugs. Indigenous drugs have advanced very 
much, and will never again: sell at the low 
prices which prevailed heretofore, There seems 
to only one remedy, and that is the culti- 
vation of drugs. 


EXCISE BOARD INDICTED. 


Charges of Crooked Practice Against 
Camden (N. J.) Commission. 


CAMDEN, .N. -J., Feb. 20.~The Grand 
Jury to-day returned indictments against 
the entire Excise Board, because it dis- 
criminated against saloon keépers in 
granting licenses. It is charged that the 
board granted licenses to places which 
had bad reputations, and refused licenses 
to a place the ‘proprietor of which bore 
a-good charactér ané reputation.

Negotiations’ which ‘were first entered 
into about two years ago and ‘then al- 
lowed to lapse resulted yesterday in the 
announcement of the further enlargement 
of the Bankers" ‘Trust Comrany, the. sec- 
ond largest institution of its kind in the 
United States; ‘by the absorption of the 
Manhattan Trust Comnasy. Both of 
these are Morgan institutions, and they 
were to have shared the first two floors of 
the new thirty-one-story home of the

completion at the corner of Wall and Nas- 
sau Streets. It was said by W. N. Duane, 
a Viee President of the Manhattan, to 
whom inquirers.-were referred by the 
Bankers’ Trust Company, that the prox- 
imity- of the: quarters of the two com- 
panies was the principal reason back: of 
the decision to merge them. 

Plans fcr the arrangement of the first 
two floors of -the new building, which is 
expected to be ready for occupancy by 
the middle of April, will ncw be changed 
and the rooms thrown together. The 
identity of the smaller company will be 
lost in the merger, but it is expected that 
some of its. officers will havg places on 
the new Board of Directors. 

The Bankers’ Trust Company was 
formed only nine years ago at the insti- 
gation of Henry P. Davison, now a.mem- 
ber’ of the firm of J. P, Morgan & Co., 
and has enjoyed a phenomenal growth. 
Less than a year ago its deposits were in- 
creased rearly $60,000,000 by the absorp- 
tion,of the Mercantile Trust Company, 
whose home.was destroyed recently in the 
Equitable fire. .At-the present time the 
Bankers’ has net deposits in excess of 
$148,000,000. The Manhattan’s deposits 
total about $18,000,000, so that the com- 
bined resources will total-more than $166,- 
000,000. In spite of this additional 
strength, the Guaranty Trust Company, 
another member of the Morgan group, 


will still lead in size. The Guaranty re- 
ported net deposits last Saturday of 
$176,000,000,. giving it an advantage of 
$10,000,000 in resources. 


Capital to be Doubled. 


To make the merger effective the Bank- 
ers’ T'rust Company will doubie its pres- 
ent capital of $5,000,000, giving its stock- 
holders valuable “ rights ’’ in the process. 
Of the new $5,000,000 of stock the present 
holders of its shares will be allowcd to 
subscribe for four new shares for each 
five of the old held by them. It is un- 


derstood that this stock will be sold at 
par. ‘The latest quotation on Bankers’ 
Trust Company stock was $760 bid, which 
means that approximately a share is 
to be given to its old stockholders. After 
this sale the’ remaining $1,000,000 of new 
stock ‘will bg exchanged on equal terms 
for the shares.of the Manhattan Com- 
pany, which were quoted at $380 bid be- 
fore the announcement. 

The €nlarged Bankers’ Trust will have 
the largest capital of any trust company 
in this country. With its surplus of more 
than $15,000,000, it will have total capital 
and surplus in excess of $25,000,00U. The 
Guaranty’s capital is $5,000,000, but it 
has a surplus in excess of $22,000,000, so 
that its capital and surplus will, be ap- 
proximately $2,000,000 above the Bankers’ 


otak 

With the. announcement of the merger 
with the Manhattan, the report was re- 
vived yesterday of the projected .absorp- 
tion by the Bankers’ Trust Company of 
the Guaranty Trust Company. In quar- 
ters close to the leading interests in both 
of these institutions it was pointed out, 
however, that the construction of a new 
building atthe corner of Broadway and 
Liberty ‘Street to house the~ Guaranty 
marked the end of any negotiations 
toward a union of these two companies. 

The Manhattan Trust Company has 
been in existence since 1871 and has acted 
as trustee for a large number of estates, 
although not among the first five insti- 
tutions catering particularly to that class 
of business. For many years, or until the 
recent movement to get the trust com- 
panies into the Clearing House, it was the 
only trust company holding a membership 
in the association. It occupied the first 
two floors of the Gillender Building, at 
the northwest corner of Wall and Nassau 
Streets, until the growth of the Bankers’ 
Trust Company necessitated the finding 
of new quarters, when a sale of the prop- 
erty was made to the latter company and 
plans for the new skyscraper started. At 
that time it.was proposed to merge the 
two companies, ut the project fell 
through. 

Yesterday’s annnouncement came as 
something of a surprise in the light of 
the proposed. Federal. investigation into 
the concentration of the country’s bank- 
ing’ power. It was said by one of the 
Directors who effected the merger, when 
this point was brought to his attenticn, 
that the Manhattan's. size was not such 
as to make its acquisition of any great 
‘moment to the bankers and that the 
merger was the logical solution. of the 
problem of utilizing the new building’s 
facilities to the best advantage.

LEMON TRADE REFORMS. 


Exchange Members Want to Abolish 
Double Commission System. 


An effort.is being made by the New 
York Fruit Exchange to introduce certain 
reforms into the lemon trade. One of 
these aims at abolishing’ the practice, in- 
dulged in by- some brokers, of exacting 
two commissions on a single sale—one 
from thé buyer and the other from the 
seller. The seller is aware of this double 
dealing, of course. But the buyer is not, 
and so he‘pays more for the lemans than 
he Ought, Even when the lemons are 
sold at auction, certain importers will pay 
a commission .to the broker whose bid for 
their fruit the auctioneer accepted, so 
firmly seated has become the practice. 

A second reform aims to make _ the 
samples displayed in the auction - room 
represent more accurately than they 
often do, to-day, the actual quality of the 
rest of the shipment. Great dexterity has 
been developed in extracting on the pier 
from the boxes chosen as samples ali 
spoiled or- defective lemons. For these, 
sound lemons are frequently substituted 
with the cleverness of, legerdemain, with 
the ‘result that the man who bids ona 
fine looking sample box may find a large 
proportion of his entire purchase in bad 
condition. 

Speaking of the desirability of these re- 
forms, Harry L. Thompson, a leading 
lemon broker, is quoted in the current 
issue of. The Produce Bulletin as follows: 

“The trustees of the New York Fruit’ 
Exchange are determined that the oppro- 
brium cast upon the. foreign fruit trade 
of this city must be wiped.out. We shall 
begin by demanding perfectly honest 
samples. Next we will abrogate the re- 
bate or double commission system, and 
finally we shall ask for rotation of sales 
by the auction houses,”’ 

There arg three.auction houses in this 
city where lemons are sold, and frequent- 
ly all three sales are going on at the same 
time. The brokers declare it would be 
better for business if these sales followed 
one another in regular order, sufficiently 
far apart to let eaeh broker attend all 
the sales if he so desired. This is not so 
imperative a reform, however, as_ the 
other two. Says Mr. Thompson: 

“The majority of lemon brokers ‘gnd 
lemon importers are honest and must be 
protected from the dishonest ones. We 
must force these men out of the trade 
even if we have to send them to prison. 
Our private detectives will attend the auc- 
tion sales and watch proceedings closely. 
If we can get the evidence all the influ- 
ence in the world will not prevent ug 
from prosecuténg.”’ 


LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Metal Pocket Notebooks Pay 45 Per 
Cent.—Other Decisions. 


It was decided yesterday by the Board 
of United States General Appraisers that 
advertising novelties in the form of pocket 
memorandum notebooks with mirrors in- 
closed in metal covers with metal rings 
and snap attachments are not to be con- 
sidered. “articles of personal adorn- 
ment,” as that term is used in the Tariff 
act of 1909. Gallagher & Ascher, the im- 
porters, objected to the tax of 85 per cent. 
imposed by the Collector of Customs at 
Chicago, and set up the contention that 
the merchandise should be allowed to 
enter.at the rate of 45 per cent. ad va- 
lorem under the tariff provision for 
“manufactures in chief value of metal.” 
Judge Sharretts sustains this claim and 
reverses the Collector. 

In denying a claim filed by Lehn & 

nk, the. board decided that. nail polish- 
ing’ sticks; which in part consist of a 
cream for polishing finger nails are prop- 
erly dutiable at the rate of 60° per cent. 
under the provision in the present tariff 
law for ‘toilet articles non-alcoholic.” 
The importers alleged that the merchan- 
dise: should be admitted at 35 per cent. 
as ‘“‘manufactures of wood.” Judge Mc- 
Clelland says that the merchandise ap- 
pears. to be of the~same character as 
goods formerly returned ut the rate com- 
plained of. He finds no reason for 
reverging the clagsification, and it is al- 
lowed to stand. 

Abraham. & Straus secured a reversal 
of Gollector Loeb’s assessment of 35 per 
cent..on candles composed of stearin and 
cotton wicks. Under the Collector’s clas- 
sification, the articles were returned for 
duty as “wax and fancy tapers.’’ The 
firm raised tbe point that the candles are 
* non-enumerated manufactured articles 
not specially provided for,” and. therefore 
dutiable at 20 per cent. This claim is*sus- 
tained. ‘ 

The beard overruled a protest filed by 
G. W. Sheldon & Co. regarding the clas- 
sification of buttons in. sets for use on 
men's white waistcoats. ag were as- 
sessed at 8 per eent. under the personal 
adornment .provision of the present. tariff, 
and were claimed dutiable at either 45 or 
50 per cent. The Collector is affirmed.

In opposition to the sale of 
the Rutland stocks the minority stock- 
holders were represented by Samuel Un> 
termeyer. 

At a previous: hearing on‘the application 
of the purchasing companies: for permis- 
sion of the State to carry out the plan the 
declared purpose of the transaction was 
given by several officials of the Central 
and Néw Haven companies. It was stat- 
ed that the New Haven desired the Rut- 
land to give it a line from Boston to 
Montreal in cornection with the Boston & 
Maine. The Central’s desire for the 
Ontario & Western was to get a route 
to the coal fields. The commission was 
not satisfied withthe information ob- 
tained on the former hearing and fixed 
the hearing for to-day to secure supple- 
mental facts on which it might base its 
decision, 

When Mr. Mellen was called to the 
stand Mr. Untermyer raised the question 
as to whether or not Messrs. Mellen and 


Brown might claim immunity because of 
their. testimony before the commission. 
Mr. Untermyer declared that the trans- 
action involving the Boston & Albany, 
Ontario & Western, and Rutland roads 
was a violation of the Federal anti-trust 
law. Chairman Stevens of the commis- 
sion said that Mr. Mellen was produced 
by the applicant company on its  volun- 
tary motion. 

Mr. Untermyer made it plain that he 
was working for the sale of the minority 
stocks of the Rutland at the same favor- 
able price which the New Haven Com- 
pany had offered to the Central for the 
majority stocks. Mr. Mellen said the 
minority stockholders would receive a 
great benefit through New Haven con- 


trol. 

“The Rutland will not only be a use- 
ful link in«ethe New Haven’s system, Mr, 
Mellen said, ‘‘ hut it will be pro %it&@ble to 
its stockholders,” He declared that there 
was no community of interest- between 
the poss & Albany, New Haven, and 
Rutland plans. 

Referring to the sale of Ontario & 
Western to the Central, Mr. Mellen said 
that just before the conclusion of the 
agreement with the New York Central, 
President 'Thomas P. Fowler of the On- 
tario & Western told him that President 
Loree of,\the Delaware & Hudson Com- 
pany, had offered $15,000,000 for the On- 
tario & Western property, $2,000,000 mor 
than the agreement With the Centr, 
called for. e favored the sale to the 
Central, however, because of the ability 
of the Central to deliver business. The 
stockholders, he said, would be in better 
pesition under the Central agreement. 

The Ontario & estern. property, Mr. 
Mellen said, had eprecieved in value in 
the last five year. e knew of but one 
way of estimating values and that was 
by sales. Sales in the market, he added, 
indicated a reduction in value of Ontario 
& Western stocks. 

When Mr. Untermyer asked as to the 
value of the Rutland stocks on the same 
basis of reasoning, Mr. Mellen said: 

“The test of value of control is” one 
thing; the test of value for market quo- 
tations is another.” 

He said he thought the Rutland control 
was worth more to the New Haven than 
to any other road, and that the New Ha- 
ven would be justified ‘in paying a high 
price for control. . . 

Mr. Untermyer ‘questioned President 
Mellen concerning the joint arrangement 
between the Central and the New Haven 
as to the Boston & Albany Railroad. He 
declared the New Haven Road had noth- 
ing to say as to control. The manage- 
ment, he explained, was under the con- 
trol of the Central. That management, 
he added, could cut rates all. over. the 
Boston & Albany Road, ‘‘and I can only 
ready my chair and growl; that is not con- 
ro ” 


The Rutland Road, Mr. Mellen said, 
would be valuable as against the. en- 
croachments of the Grand Trunk Ralil- 
way. He regarded the proposed extension 
of the Grand Trunk into New land 
as inevitable, but that the New ven 
would be in much better position, if it 
had a line it could use instead of the Cen- 
tral Vermont. The Rutland, he. said, 
would be strengthened by the deal more 
than any other line.

Stock Transactioris ‘Show: Ex- 
treme Indifference Among 
Traders. 


NEWS IS WITHOUT EFFECT 


More Money Loaned Abroad, Some In 
London Market-——The Trust 
Company Merger. 


To say that the stock market was even 
duller and narrower yesterday than on 
Monday is to put upon it the stamp of 
absolute indifference on the part of trad- 
ers whose operations alone maintained 
the meagre degree of activity which 
prevailed until recently. A stock as con- 
spicuous in recent market operations as 
Lehigh Valley was not traded in at all 
yesterday. Price changes were commen- 
surate with the listlessriess of the trad- 
ing. -It was recently asserted of the 
market that it moved rather easily one 
way or the other, but always within 
narrow limits. It is compatible with this 
view of ‘the position lately occupicd by 
the stock market to attribute the pres 
ent extreme dullness to traders’ inaction 
due to the belief that under prevailing 
conditions not much is to be hoped for 
whatever stand traders might take in 
the market, Whatever the reasons for 
it, the fact of extreme dullness rematns, 
and this despite the fact that yesterday, 
a@s on other recent days, incidents were 
not lacking which under other conditioas 
of. market sentiment might well have 
been ‘effective, not ajone in increasing 
activity ‘but in swaying prices. 

Such news from Washington as the 
introduction of a resolution calling upon 
the Attorney General to inform the 
House whether the Department of Jus- 
tice any information regarding the 
existence’ of @ smelting trust has been 
regarded in the past as sufficient rea- 
son for not a little speculative activity, 
But American.

These incidents but 
serve to emphasize the apathy prevailing 
in speculative circles, it having long been 
evident that the public at large was shar- 
ing but little in the operations on the 
Stock Exchan ae. A few changes of 
consequence did occur, as is most often 
the case even on days when general 
trading is as lifeless as yesterday's was, 
and there was an element of encourage- 
ment in the fact that by far the larger 
number of these unusual net changes 
counted as gains. 

Up to the close of the business day the 
news ‘from London continued to hold out 
the hope that the threatened coal strike 
would -be -averted, although after the 
market's cloge advices were published. in 
the financial district which told of a 
less hopeful outlook in this respect. At 
the same time financial sentiment here, 
which is naturally interested in a mat- 
ter which could not help but exert. in- 
fluence much beyond the confines of 
Great Britain itself, is disposed to count 
on a settlement of this troublesome con- 
troversy . whi will avoid an actual 
breach between the mins operators and 
their men. The fact that the owners of 
coal mines in this country have later in 
the Spring to engage in the task of 
reaching a new understanding with their 
employes adds to the interest attaching 
here to the present situation in Great 
Britain. The English railroad strikes 
of last year have added substantially to 
the operating expenses of the English 
railway lines, as their half-yearly state- 
ments show. and the now threatened coal 
strike, if not. avoided or if not speedily 
settled if Decune might well be a more 
serious burden upon business in Great 
Britain than had to be borne in connec- 
tion with last year’s labor troubles, This 
would react on our own foreign trade, 
even though in some directions tempo- 
rary offsets might prevail. 

Our bankers continue to find oppor- 
tunities in the foreign market for more 
profitable employment of their funds 
than is offered here at home. They are 
using some of their balances in day-to- 
day loans in London as well as in the 
time loans to the German and other 
markets which have for some months 
figured in our-own money market oper- 
ations, and which recently have assumed 
increased proportions. t the moment 
conditions do not seem to favor a fur- 
ther reduction in the English bank rate, 
and that market may continue for some 
time to come to offer higher rates on 
day-to-day money than those prevailing 
here, he cessation of the Indian de- 
mand for gold, and free shipments of 
gold from our own market to satisfy 
the South American demand, may serve, 
however, to alter the relative poutine of 
these markets. For another five or six

It was 
not impossible to hear in the financial 
district yesterday suggestions that this 
latest merger comes at a time when it 
may not be without influence in shaping 
the inquiry which is to be mads into 
Wall § t affairs.

Cost of Money in London, 


There were new capital issues put out 
in London in the past year totaling £191,- 
759,600, of which £182,600,000 were in the 
form of bonds. The Hiconomist has 
analyzed the record of the year’s bond 
offerings with interesting results. It finds 
that only £26,000,000 of this money was 
obtained as cheaply as 4 per cent. or 
under; £26,000,000 on a basis costing from 
4 to 4% per cent.; £80,000,000 on a basis 
of from 4% to 5 per cent., and £82,000,000 
at from 5 to 5% per cent.

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NEW YORK CENTRAL WINS. 


Public Service Commission Drops Com- 
plaint of Riverside Drive Resident. 


The Public Service Commission decided 
yesterday that it would -not interfere with 
the operation of the New York Central 
Railroad along Riverside Drive, either 
ordering it to abate the smoke nuisance, 
the noise of shunting trains, and the 
odors caused by the carriage of live 
stock to the city, or by directing it to 
substitute electric for steam power. It 
consequently dismissed the complaint 
brought by George L. Willson, a resident 
of Riverside Drive, and discontinued its 
own proceedings dealing with the same 

question. 

Commissioner John FE. Eustis, who 
heard the complaint, pointed out that the 
commission could not deal with the rail- 
road company, on the ground that it had 
been committing a nuisance, as the Court 
of Appeals had decided in a similar suit 
that this was a matter for the Department 
of Health and not the commission. 


RATE SHAVER IS FINED. 


Agent Who Misbilled Goods. Must 
Pay Government $1,050. 


John E. Bernard, head of Bernard, 
Judae & Co., forwarding agents, of Chi- 
cago, pleaded guilty yesterday in the 
District Court to having misbilled im- 
ported merchandise so as to obtain from 
the railroads cheaper’ transportation 
rates. It is declared by the Government 
that the shippers were charged the full 
rate: 

The indictment mentions seven cases of 
misclassification, and it was alleged by 
the defendant that these were errors of 
a clerk in the New York office. Assist- 
ant United States District Attorney Geiler 
declared that the Government had evi- 
dence of false classification in sixty-five 
shipments, sitk shawls, for example, be- 
ing ‘¢ classified as cotton goods.

ing goods under the inter-State com- 
merce law is a serious offense. If the 
railroads are to be punished for giving 
rebates to large shippers, he said, for- 
warding agents who misbill merchandise 
should be punished heavily. He fined 
Bernard $150 on each count, making 
$1,050 in all.

The collie was first seen to be acting 
queerly at Pearsall and Princeton Ave- 
nues; where it jumped up and tore Miss 
Fox’s hand. The dog passed her and ran 
down Princeton -Ayenue. Shortly before 
11 o'clock it attacked Walton's terrier. 
The two animals fought viciously. The 
terrier had the reputation of being abie 
do kill any dog,in the neighborhood, but 
it was powerless with-the collie. It was 
bleeding. from séveral wounds when 
Daniel ‘stllivan, a friend of. Walton's, 
started to part the dogs. Another man

The next report the police got of the 
dog was when it bit the de Rosa boy. H¢ 
was standing at Ocean and Lamert Ave- 
nves with several men and women, wait- 
ing for a trolley car, when the dog ran 
at him and seized him by the leg. Two 
men triei to beat the animal off. A 
woman screamed and a passerby yelled 
‘mad dog.” The men and women de-| 
serted the de Rosa boy and dashed for 
the car. Two of them ran to the front 
end. The dog let go of the boy, whose 
les was badly torn, and ran after the 
others. The motorman on the car opened 
the front door and beat the dog off with a 
switch iron. as the passengers sought 
safety within the car. One man who 

did not get to the car jumped upon the 
seat of a milk wagon which had stopped 
at the curb. 

The dog then ran down Lembeck Ave- 
nue, It reappeared on Ocean Avenue half 
an hour later and attacked Miss Flaherty 
at Pearsall and Ocean Avenues, tearing 
her arms and left leg. It then ran after 
a small mongrel dog belonging to Walter 
Flemming, -a grocer, of 116 Ocean Ave- 
nue, which. was coming from the hallway 
of Flemming’s home with its master. 
Flemming'’s dog fled and the collie dog 
chased it, The two went around and 
around in the middle of the street sev- 
eral times and then Filemmine’s dog 
sought shelter in the hallway.

“ENGLISH TOMMY’ ARRESTED. 


Served Terms in Prison in All 
Parts of the World. 


Detectives Casassa, Gray, and McKen- 
na of the, Detective Bureau arrested 
i three men yesterday, two of whom proved 
| to be interesting characters. The detect- 
ives said they followed the men over 
three different street car lines und had 
seen them jostle many of the passen- 
gers. 

In the Jefferson Market Court the pris- 
oners said they were George Ceigler of | 
325 East 124th Street, Kdward Johnson 
of 345 Columbus Avenue, and Thomas 
Miller of Broadway and Forty-fifth 
Street. When Magistrate O'Connor asked 
the prisoners if they wanted to proceed 
with the examination, Miller, the cldest 
of the trio, spoke up. 

“ Judge,’ he said, ‘“‘I am an old man, 
and I have no police record. I have not 
done anything, and I don’t see why I 
am here. I am a hard-working man and 
honest. Look at these horny hands.” 

The Magistrate looked at the man and 
suddenly his face brightened up. 

“Ah! now I know you,” said the Mag- 
istrate. ‘‘ You are known as ‘ English 
Tommy.’ Where have you been all these 
years?’’ 

The blow went home, and after hesi- 
tating a moment the man, who said his 
name was Miller, owned up that the 
Magistrate hed him right. Then he gave 
this account of ‘himself: 

*“*IT am known all over the Old World 
as English Tommy, and then I have be- 
sides used the names of Thomas Henry, 
Thomas Flurey, and some others that I 
forget, it’s so long ago. Way back in | 
| 1891, in Melbourne, Australia, they hand- 
ed me a year in their ‘pen.’ Then I boat 
it back to the States. World's Fair 
year, in St, Paul, I got it good, ten years 
in Stillwater Penitentiary, for robbing a 
bank. In March, 1901, when I hit Cleve- 
land, I got four years in the Columbus 
Jail for grand larceny. Then, after re- 
peated arrests for just doing nothing, like 
to-day, I got into Baltimore at the wrong 
time and they extended me an invitation 
to stay seven years in the State Prison 
for a-little grand larceny deal. Thought 
I might as well be honest with you, 
Judge, because you’ve got me ‘all doped 
cut’ anyway.”
